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Blackieet Indians Volunteer 
to Fight our Fight for Us 


Tuesday evening of ast lweek Captain Norman S, 
Rankin of the 191st Battalion arrived in Gleichen and that 
evening vieited a dance on the Blackfoot Reserve and told 
the Infiiuns in a brief talk they would have a chance to 
enlist with his battalion the next day, and if enough of the 
Indians enlisted they would forma platoon of them and 
they should be under command of one of their own race, 

The following day the town was full of Indians and 
fourteen of them volunteered leaving, Thursday with Capt. 
Rankin for Calgary. Saturday they all returned singing 
“It’s a long way to Tipperary”, eight of them wearing their 
uniforms as a sign they had successfully passed their ex- 
aminations; and they certainly looked fine, The other six 
were not so happy, having failed physically, yet were glad 
they bad offered to do their “bit”, Here are the names of 
the brave red men who volunteered to fight and die for us, 
the first eight mentioned being those accepted:

NAVALISM IS DIFFERENT 
FROM HUN MILITARISM 


Urging Alllance With Britain, United 
States Writer Drawe Distinctions 
—Sea Power Defensive 


Dr. George L. Beer, of New York 
City, the leading political economist, 
argues for an agreement between 
Great Britain and the United States. 
He says: “There {is no likelihood of 
friction provided we do not adopt the 
re-actionary policy of using the Mon- 
roe Doctrine and Pan-Americanism to 
secure by treaty or otherwise special 
and exclusive privileges that would 
shut the door to British commerce. If 
we frankly agree to a self-denying 
ordinance to this effect and at the 
fame time assume responsibility—as 
apparently we are to do—for some 
measure of order and justice in the 
disturbed parts of Central and South 
America, England’s extensive econ 
omic interests in these regions, creat- 
ed by centuries of enterprise, would 
be amply safeguarded. Under suoh 
conditions, the Monroe Doetrine would 
unquestionably secure the British Dm- 
pire’s full support. 


Political Effects Differ 


“But aside both from the genera) 
obligation of every State to see that 
justice and order obtain in the werld 
and also from the demands of national 
self-interest, there is one additional 
most potent argument for an Anglo- 
American alliance. Hitherto, not as 
a result of any virtue innate in them, 
but rather by the fortunate accident 
of position, the English-speaking 
peoples have been able to escape the 
burdens and dangers of large militar), 
establishments. Apparently if they 
do not co-operate in protective meas 
ures neither will be thus fortunate 
in the future. The advantage of ap 
Anglo-American alliance {is that it: 
main reliance would be on iuvincibl: 
sea power. Oxcept to a very mino 
degree none of the insidious danger- 
of militarism are to be feared from : 
strong navy. Even in the most power. 
ful navies comparatively few men are 
required. The British navy, abnorm. 
ally enlarged as it was already befor 
the war due to the German peril, in- 
cluded then only 150,000 men, Hence 
its political influence must be relative- 
ly negligible. Moreover, a fleet is 
essentially a cefensive weapon. Sea 
power can prevent an opponent from 
being victorious and {s thus frequently 
the decisive factor in hostilities, but 
in an offensive war its is merely the 
adjunct of the army. ‘Navalism’ and 
‘Marinism’ are misleading——aud inci- 
dentally barbarous---terms that have 
been invented since the war to divert 
attention from something radically 
different—German militarism. 


For World's Benefit 


“It 1s almost axiomatic that the 
military and naval forces of any na- 
tion should be commensurate not only 
with its policies but also with its al- 
liances and less formal understandings 
with other states, It is evident that 
if the United States remains in isola- 
tion and free from what are popularly 
known as foreign entanglements, the 
extent of its military preparedness 
must be far greater than if it were 
allied with the British Empire. Such 
an Anglo-American alliance made 
merely for defensive purposes and 
seeking to secure peace, order, and 
justice throughout the world would 
facilitate the formation of some or- 
ganization for the still inchoate 
world-community, It would naturally 
attract to itself the nations of like 
mind and could be made the founda 
tion stone for the federation of all the 
world, of which statesmen, philoso- 
phers, and poets have dreamed.” 


DISLOYAL SIKHS BALKED 


Native Loyalty Too Much For Re 
turned Revolutionaries 


Returning from the Viceroyship 
Lord Hardinge had something to say 
of the aftermath of Canada’s trouble: 
with certain Hindoos. He narrate 
that in the winter of 1914-15 abou. 
7,000 Sikhe returned to India fro 
the western part of the United State: 
and Canada. They were imbued wit 
revolutionary ideas and were doubt 
less under the impression that tl. 
whole country was ready to rise 
They made their way up country and 
arrived in the Punjab. They commit- 
ted all sorts of excesses, not stopping 
at murder. This was in February, 
1916. : 

Not only did they fail to subvert the 
population, but when the Government 
took in hand the task of suppressing 
disorders and hunting down the per- 
petrators, it was invariably assisted 
by Sikh peasants, who, in numberless 
cases, themselves seized and handed 
over the guilty parties to’ the authori- 
ties in the Punjab. These returned 
Sikhs were undoubtedly parties to a 
conspiracy which had for its objeet 
to cause a general rising and seize 
in the first instance, Ferozepore Ar- 
senal, It was through the unfailing 
loyalty of the native population to 
the British Rajab that the conspiracy

About two the cook and his mates 
appear like kindly genii from the re- 
cesses of the galley with steaming 
kettles of grateful and comforting 
cecoa and corned beef sandwiches, 
whereby to fortify the inner men on 
deck, It does not take long to discuss 
this frugal meal, and those who smoke 
long keenly for a moonlight night, 
when they may smoke, or dawn, when 
Gestroyers need no flares to guide 
them. And through the whole of the 
duskiness one can hear the low-toned 
hum of voices as men discuss the 
chances of leave, or of getting a mail 
within a reasonable time, or the last 
censignment of magazines sent them 
from home. 

And in their heart of hearts each of 
the men almost prays for a night at- 
tack; a glimpsing of a dark, shadowy 
ferm out there in the blackness; the 
splutter of a searchlight, and then 
peores of others, until a flotilla of hast- 
lng, black destroyers is shown vividly 
wi the hell of gunfire, the madness 

uring shells through the guns as 

as they can be loaded; the terrors 

and thrills of seeing first one oppon- 

eat and then another stop dead in her 

tracks, waiting for the end, with per- 

haps a deep-bass accompaniment as 

terpedo or two explodes down the 

; the hastening of boats to the 
veseue; the totting up of the losses.

eimg exactly the same thing: 
fag and waiting for the enemy that 
never comes. Four o'clock, and ehange 
of men once more. More yarns, more 
grombles—a few minor ones about the 
belly war’—and then, at long last, 
Gawn. 
Aad the same boatswain’s mate who 
the men to stations for night 
draws out his whistle once 
mere, and rushes along the deck, 
pbriling with all the might of his sea- 
trained lungs. 

“Unrig night defence! 
meutles and deadlights! Hands pre- 
pare ship for day action!” The snaky 
veice-pipes are unrigged and coiled 
neatly away; the smaller ammunition 
is returned to its magazines and shell 
fooms; and the great turrets are cast 
loose, ready for an immediate call, 
which may come at any time during 
the day. Hosepipes make their appear- 
ance, brooms and scrubbers make the 
deck snowy and sweet once more, and 
the long North Sea night is cver. 

Truly, not a very exciting night—a 
dull, monontonous, soul-wearying 
space of time, when men’s thoughts 
turn to home and those they love; 
when the people of our isle sleep safe 
in their beds o’ nights, just because 
the Sure Shield of the Empire is out 
there, doing ita duty silently and with- 
eut fuss, guarding the island shore, 
“that the people of our Empire may 
in peace and quietness, dwell in 
their homes, without fear of the ruth- 
less invader.” 


TOWNSHEND A PROPHET 


Hero of Sieges Was Also a Student 
of Napoleon

Some interesting remarks concern- 
ing the early days of General Town- 
shend, who put up such a remarkable 
fight against the Turks at Kut, are 
given by one who knows him. It was 
after his heroic defence of Chitral in 
1894 that General Townshend, then 
only a lieutenant, became fired with 
ambition, He made everything sub- 
servient to his study of strategy and 
military organization. There was no 
Greater student of Napoleon. Every 
work on the military theories and 
practices of the great general he pro- 
cured and studied. He made it a rule 
to put in seven hours a day at this 
at ye and, moreover, visited every 
battlefield on which Napoleon haa 
fought, reconstructing for himself the 
Giepesition of the forces of the battles 
which decided the fate of nations in 
the early part of the ninetcenth cen- 
tury, Frequently the sniall hours 
found him poring over the maps and 
books which enabled him to follow 
the strategy of Napoleon, and there 
is no greater authority on this subject 
than General Townshend. 

Leng before 1914 General Town- 
sheond held the opinion that when Ger. 
many declared war Great Britain 
would not be able to rely solely on 
her navy, but must have a great army 
ready for the fleld. He favored com- 
puleory service, feeling that this coun- 
try would need an army of millions 
instead of thousands. He held that 
Germany would attack France through 
Belgium and eventually attack Eng: 
Jand, and he many times surveyed 
what he considered would be the com- 
ing battlefields and formed his theor- 
fea and plans of campaign.
